Inexperienee Blamed. 

Experienced pilots who saw the 
crash expressed the belief that Mitch- 
ell was piloting the plane and that 
his inexperience was to blame for the 
accident. 

The’ plane, an OX Travel Air, was 
proceeding with the motor at about 
half throttle, they said, and the ship 
was in climbing position but failed 


to gain altitude. The observers ex- 
pressed the belief that a stall, which 
resulted from loss of flying speed, 
was the cause of the tail spin. 
Apparently Mitchell “froze” to the 
control stick, they said, and Suther- 
land was unable to right the plane at | 
the low altitude. The motor appar- 
ently was functioning perfeelty at the 
time of the accident, the fliers said.

The Georgia funds requested were 
a part of a general program costing 
more than $10,000,000 and covering 
eight land utilization projects. 

Plans for these projects call for the 
employment of an average of 6,731 
men over a period of 15 to 23 months 
in converting poor land into public 
forests and recreational areas. 

Located in seven different states, the 
project involves both the purchase ard 
development of lands which are now 
devoted to an uneconomic use. The 
blocks of land being acquired, which 
range in size from 11,000 to 150,000 
acres, will he developed with a view to 
realizing their full public value for 
several purposes, including timber pro- 
duction, watershed protection and 
camping, fishing and hunting. Several 
additional projects of this nature are 
being prepared, 

Specific Types of Work. 

‘Specifie types of work to be under- 
taken in each of the projects include: 

Reforestation, erosion control, re- 
seeding of pasture, forest nursery <e- 
velopmeht and construction of fire 
lanes, lookout towers, trails. dams, 
fences, administration buildings, tele- 
Phone lines, camping sites and log 
cabins. ; 

Two projects include plans for the 
development of resettlement farms. to 
which families selling their poor land 
to the government will be able to move 
if they so desire. Construction of 
small dwellings, barns and outbuild- 
ings as well as the preliminary im- 
provement of land, constitute the chief 
forms of work to be undertaken on 
the resettlement areas. 


Cancellation of a state public serv- 
ice commission order of March -20

The former chairman of the repub- 
lican national committee and postmas- 
ter-genera) during the administration 
of President Taft, had been in fail- 
ing health several months. ‘ 


His condition became serious a 
month ago, when he gave in to his 
physician and agreed to go to bed 
while -ecuperating from torn mus- 
cles in his right side. 


It was oniy a few days, however, 
until he insisted that he return to 
his newspaper office. A general 
breakdown followed two weeks ago 
which resulted in his death. 

In a long period of public service, 
General Hitchcock performed his out- 
standing work as postmaster-general 
in the cabinet of President Taft. 

His efficient conduct of the poste 
office department resulted in the un- 
usual situstion of having a surplus 
at the end of the fiscal year in 1911. 
Also he established the posta] sav- 
ings banks and the parcel post and 
started the air mail. 

A lawyer by profession, Mr. Hitch- 
cock made a success of that calling 
after leaving the government service. 
He also extended his interests’ into 
the field of newspaper publishing. 

For avocation he took long horse 
back rides through the southwest. 
His hobby was ornithology and he 
was an active member of several sci- 
entific hodies. 

Among the early enthusiasts of avi- 
ation, Mr. Hitchcock was quick to 
foresee the value of the airplane as 
a commercial proposition and espe- 
cially ‘n. connection with the mail 
service. He might be said to have 
been the first air mail man; for in 
1911 at the Nassan Boulevard air- 
iIrome on Long Island he made an 
éxperiment by taking up a pouch of 
van with a pilot. Upon landing, he 
said: 

“Of course, the usefulness of the 
airplane as a mail carrier will in- 
crease, but even in the present stage 
of development, it might be used to 
good advantage over impassable 
stretches of country now necessitat- 
ne eee detours in the delivery of 
mail. 


Previous to his appointment as s 
member of the Taft cabinet, Mr. 
Hitchcock served four years as first 
assistant’ postmaster-genera]l in the 
Roosevelt administration and before 
that was chief clerk of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor when 
those governmental activities were un- 
der one cabinet official.

They are expected to 
simplify various records § already 
known to scholars and may help 
straighten out divergent accounts of 
identical events. 
John Lansing, born in Albany in 
1754, was one of the two New York 
delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention. Alexander Hamilton was the 
other. 
The all-important question of how 
much power over states the federal 
government should have, brought to 
the fore by New Deal legislation, 
bulks large in the notes. Lansing fe- 
signed from the convention hecause 
he insisted delegates did not have @ 
mandate to establish a new form of 
government, but merely to pass on 
amendments to the articles of con- 


federation. -

PELZER, 8. C., Aug. 5.—(/)— 
Tightening military lines about Pelzer, 
Governor Olin Johnston today restrict- 
ed admission to the Pelzer mills to 
persons employed in them before a 
atrike began July 15. 

The Governor issued an executive

Replying today, ckinson hotly 
charged the committee with social- 
istic” tendencies under the urging of 
Raushenbush 


The Iowar flatly denied he was 


'“under the influence” of Shearer, in- 


sisting he never had met him. t 
his accusations against the committee 
brought protests both from Vanden- 
berg and Clark. 

“I give him credit,” Vandenberg 
said, “for not knowing what he is 
talking about. The senator from 
Iowa has sought deliberately to cre- 
ate the impression all the munitions 
committee ha: produced is either so- 
cialistic or communistic in result.” 

The Michigan senator said the mu- 
nitions committee had evolved legis- 
lation aimed at reducing war profits 
and at preserving neutrality in event 
nations war, and added to Dickin- 


on: 

“If his purpose is to make it im- 

possible to proceed with war profits 
and neutrality legislation, then 
protest.” 
Clark was equally bitter, assail- 
ing the Iowan’s speech as “a valiant 
effort to come under the wing of the 
munitions manufacturers and to be- 
come a candidate of the American 
Liberty League for the presidency of 
the United States.” 

Dickinson left the floor before 
either Vandenberg or Clark could re- 
ply to h'm, and the Missourian in- 
sisted he hac done so every time the 
issue was raised “either from choice 
or prudence.” 

Clark went on to describe the mu- 
nitions makers as “among the most 
liberal of contributors to presiden- 
tial campaigns.” 

Vandenberg insisted Dickinson was 
“unaware” of the evidence disclosed 
by the nunitions committee of the 
“exploitation of the American peo- 
ple and soldiers in the trenches” by 
the munition, makers. 

Dickinson backed his attack by 
reading extensively from writings of 
Raushenbush in which the attorney 
had advocated “boring from within” 
by young government employes in an 
effort to set “government control over 
industry.” 

_In one instance, Dickinson quoted 
him as saying, “one good man, with 
his eyes and ears alert inside’ the 
(government) departments, can do 
more to perfect the technique of gov- 
ernment control over industry than 
100 men from without.” 

“If we let a communist into the 
War Department and navy files of ' 
confidential information,” Dickinson 
said of Raushenbush, “he could give 
the committee what information he 
desired but reserve the rest for other 
use.

The rates ordered effective by the 
Georgia commission on March 20, 
1935, were estimated to give intrastate 
shippers a freight cost reduction of 
$224,000 a year. 

The Georgia commission based its 
order for lower rates on the conten- 
tion that interstate rates were higher 
than the traffic will actually _bear. 
McGrath said the evidence was insuf- 
ficient to establish this. 

Truck Evidence Lacking. _ 

He said there was no affirmative 
evidence that truck competition will 
be increased if the intrastate rates are 
advanced to the level in effect prior 
to March 20. 

The report said the record showed 
that intrastate rates in Georgia were 
substantially lower than the interstate 
or intrastate rates on the same com- 
modities throughout southern territory 
as well as the rate on fertilizers in 
other territories. 

“These and the other facts previous- 
ly discussed fairly establish that the 
application of the intrastate rate im- 
poses a substantial burden on inter- 
state commerce and that traffic mov- 
ing under those rates does not contrib- 
ute a fair proportionate share of the 
revenues required to maintain respond- 
ents,” the report said.

Police Trace ‘‘Lottery War’’ Clue 
In “Wrong Man” Shooting of Negro 


The possibility of a number racket 
war yesterday entered the police in- 
vestigation of the fatal “wrong man” 
shooting of Peter Heath, negro, who 


was killed Thursday night as he stood 
on the curb on Garnett street, between 
Central avenue and Pryor street. It 
was learned that Walt Jones and his 
companion, Miss Jane DeVore, be- 
lieved to have been the intended vic- 
tims of the killer, who drove along- 
side of their automobile and poured a 
volley of bullets in their direction, 
were arrested July 26 and indicted by 
the Fulton county grand jury on July 
30 for alleged violation of the lottery 
laws. 

Police also were checking on the 
statements of witnesses who informed 
them that Oran Dodd, charged with 
the killing of Heath, had been hijack- 
ed of $2,000 worth of liquor’and a few 
days later Jones had some of the 
hijacked liquor. 

According to these victims, whom 
the police refused to name, Jones de- 
clared he had purchased the liquor 
from another man and denied he had 
had anything to do with the robbery. 

Two other developments in the case 
yesterday further tangled the affair. 
One of these was the arrest of Ralph 
Owens, 28, of 295 Altoona place, on a 
charge of suspicion of murder. Police 
charged that Owens was the other oc- 
cupant of the automobile in which 
Dodd, beer dealer, was riding at the 
time he is alleged to have fired the 
bullets, one of which killed Heath. 

The other development was an al- 
leged repudiation by Jones of a state- 
ment he had made to police in which 
he is alleged to have identified Dodd 
as the man who fired the fatal shots. 

I am not telling police or anyone 
else who it was who fired on me, but 
I don’t believe it was Dodd,” he is 
said to have declared. “I know of no 
reason why Dodd would want to burn 
me up. So far as I know he has noth- 
ing against me.” : 

Dodd was shot several months ago 
on Peachtree street, near Ponce de 
Leon avenue, as he stepped from his 


automobile. He told police he had

PARIS FACES STRIKE 


Nation Wracked by Protests 


Against Economy Plan. 


PARIS, Aug. 5.—(4)—A threat of 
a general strike was delivered today 
by Leon Jouhaux, secretary of the 
General Labor Federation, as reports 
from various parts of France indicat- 
ed more than a score were injured 
in workers’ demonstrations against 
government pay cuts. 

Jouhaux, addressing the convention 
of the left-wing National Teachers’ 
Syndicate, severely criticized Premier 
Pierre Laval's defjation program, de- 
signed to effect widespread economies 
in the government. 

Earlier today workers in the naval 
shipyards at Brest stopped work and 
paraded behind red flags. They will 
return to work tomorrow. ‘The gov- 
ernment is constructing three cruis 
ers in the yards. 

Shots were fired in a clash between 
demonstrating workers at the naval 
shipyards at Toulon and political op- 
ponents. Thirteen persons were in- 
jured. 

Approximately 3,000 workers par- 
ticipated in the demonstration, which 
they started after receiving 10 per 
cent salary reductions. 

The marchers carried a red banner 
and shouted, “Down with Laval.” 

Communists and members of the 
nationalistic “patriotic youths” organi- 
zation battled in a Paris hall after 
the communists had invaded a meet- 
ing being held by the latter group. A 
dozen persons were injured and 30 
were arrested.

“The imperial Ethiopian govern- 
ment renews its assurance of the firm 
will of Ethiopia for a peaceful and 
equitable solution and hopes the ef- 
forts of the League of Nations will 
result in the maintenance of peace.” 

The selection of Nicholas Politis, 
former Green minister in Paris, as an 
umpire or fifth member of the Italo- 
Ethiopian arbitration commission 
seemed certain tonight after a meet- 
ing of Ethiopian council delegates. 

The Ethiopian representatives, Pro- 
fessor Pitman. Benjamin Potter, of 
America, and Dr, Albert G. de la Pra- 
delle, of France, were reliably report- 
ed to approve the choice of Politis, 
after the names of Max Huber, of 
Switzerland, noted jurist, and Dr. H. 
K. L. Hammarskjold, former premier 
of Sweden, had been prominently men- 
tioned. 

The two delegates were reported also 
to have under consideration an Ital- 
ian suggestion that the deliberations 
of the commission be resumed in Ven- 
ice. 

From an authoritative source it was 
learned the British, !rench and Ita}- 
ian governments had approved the se- 
lection of Politis.

Our government has repeatedly de- 
clared that it would accept and exe- 
cute any decision in this case rendered 
by an impartial organism. Thus the 
League of Nations’ decision will not 
have the effect of causing Ethiopia to 
enter into military action. 

The refusal of certain powers to 
grant licenses for the exportation of 
arms ard munitions puts Ethiopia in 
an unjust position of military infe- 
riority, and in this connection we 
have handed official notes to the rep- 
resentatives of the interested coun- 
tries. 

Refusal to furnish us with arms 
cannot be explained by the desire to 
preserve neutrality. Italy manufac- 
tures arms and does not need to pur- 
chase them abroad, while Ethiopia, 
which does not possess arms factories, 
is obliged to import*them. Refusal 
to permit exports of arms to Ethi- 
opia therefore encourages Italian am- 
bitions and increases the danger of 
war.

appear in-a trial in United States dis- 
trict court. He has been in the gov- 
ernment service 47 years and will re- 
tire into private practice October 13. 
_ With a wave of his hand, Mr. Far- 
rar dismisses suggestions that Haupt- 
mann, even if guilty of extortion, had 
no part in the actual-kidnaping of the 
infant son of Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh. : 

He said: 

“I studied all the ransom notes. Il 
studied scores. of samples of Haupt- 
mann’s handwriting. No one but 
Hauptmann wrote those letters.” 

Reasons for Belief. 

“Mr. Farrar offers these reasons for 
his belief in the guilt of Hauptmann: 
The handwriting. 

The construction of the ladder. 

The plotting and the accomplish- 
ment of the kidnaping indicated a cool, 
calculating German mind worked out 
the details. 

A‘ note in Hauptmann’s handwriting 
promised to return the child’s night- 
gown and the note that accompanied 
the child’s nightgown was in Haupt- 
mann’s handwriting.

FOR BUSINESS CENSUS 


Fund Will Be. Used To Take 
“White Collar” Man Off 
Relief Rolls. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt today allotted $7,- 
784,000 of work relief funds for a 
census of American business, the larg- 
est “white collar” project yet ap- 
proved, 

The chief executive’s approval of 
the census bureau’s application for this 
sum followed the recent allotment of 
$293,000 to the same agency for a 
survey of retail trade. 

An announcement said the canvass 
would be started on January 2, al- 
though preliminary work is to begin 
immediately, and that it “will cover 
all business activities with the excep- 


tion of agriculture and manufacturing } i 


industries and will furnish informa- 


tion of importance to the federal gov- 


ernment, to business and to labor.” 


As with the smaller survey, Phila- 


delphia was chosen as the administra- 
tive headquarters of the work. Re- 
ports will be put into shape there. 
That city was chosen, the official an- 
nouncement said, “to facilitate the 
provision of working space and em- 
ployment of white-collared personnel 
from the relief rolls.” . Working space 
is difficult to find in crowded Wash- 
ington.

DAWSONVILLE, Ga., Aug. 5.— 

(P)—Governor Talmadge, _scornful 
critic of the national administration, 
said here today he will support Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for re-election “if he 
quits his course of communism and 
puts the brain trust jockeys out of 
the saddle.” 

“Tf *e doesn’t,” the Governor as 
serted, “I’m going to concentrate ev- 
ery effort of mind and body, from 
coast to coast and in every state of 
these United States to take him out 
of the White House and put red- 
blooded Americans there who will 
stand by the constitution and the 
principles of Jeffersonian democracy 
and give people who want work and 
pay reasonable taxes, not a New Deal 
—this isn’t a New Deal but it’s aces 
wild—but a square deal.” 

Crowd Set at 5,000. 

An audience estimated by Hugh 
Howell, chairman of the Georgia 
democratic executive committee, at 
5,000, stood in the burning sun to 
hear the Governor.

“I inquired from farmers generally 
that day and all had received a price 
above their expectations for their to- 
bacco. I could not imagine what the 
turn was. I began to inquire imme- 
diately and here’s the facts: 

Wallace Asked Tax. 

“About three weeks ago, Secretary 
Wallace was insisting on the United 
States senators writing into the AAA 
a provision for a tax of 4.2 cents per 
pound on tobacco. 

“Clay Williams, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Reynolds 
Tobacco Company, went to Washing- 
ton and argued with Mr. Wallace and 
Senator George and others thaf this 
4.2 cents:per pound would be taking 
that amount away from the farmers 
of the country. He insisted that they 
write a flexible provision in the bill 
where the processing tax on tobacco 
could be reduced. With the able as- 
sistance of Senator George, of Geor- 
gia, this was done.

FARMERS AT SYLVESTER 


ENDORSE COTTON PLAN 


SYLVESTBHR, Ga., Aug. 5.—The 
following resolution was unanimously 
adopted at a meeting of Worth 
farmers held at the courthouse at 
Sylvester August 3: 

“Whereas, the government loan on 
eotton expired July 31, and as it 
has been shown during the past years 
that such a loan stabilizes the price 
and permits the orderly marketing 
of cotton, and as the administration 
has announced that there will be no 
chans* in policy, 

“Be it resolved, that we express 
to our President our thanks for what 
he has done for the growers of cot- 
ton during the past two years and 
urge that he immediately announce 
a loan of at least 12 cents per 
pound, which is only three-fourths 
the parity price, so that we may have 
a stable and orderly market for our 
cotton which is now moving to the 
gins. 

“Be it further resolved, that we 
express to our President our knowl- 
edge of the fact that the New York 
Cotton Exchange and the great ex- 
porters of cotton are bringing every 
possible pressure to bear to prevent 
a loan because they are concerned 
with fluctuations for trading an 
cheap cotton for export without the 
thought of the grower or of the mass 
of American people who in the past 
have been so impoverished there is 
now enough want of simple clothing 
and household supplies in this coun- 
try to consume the 1935 crop. . 

“Be it further resolved, that we 
express our appreciation for this 
realization of the necessity for the 
recovery of agriculture, for all that 
he has done to bring it about in 
spite of the opposition of the forces 
named above, and that we remind him 
of our loyalty to him.”

AIRPLANE FIGHT 
SET FOR BENNING 


Forty-four Machines To Give 
| Demonstration 
Today. | 


FORT BENNING, Ga., Aug. 5.— 
(?)—Uncle Sam’s fastest fighting 
planes—44 of them—will assemble 
here tomorrow, winging in from Lang- 
ley field and Barksdale field to stage 
for the first-year class of the United 
States Military Academy an elaborate 


air demonstration. 

The academy class is here for a 
two weeks’ training period. The ca- 
dets will see in the aerial parade 10 
of the big ships of the second bom- 
bardment squadron. Along with these 
will be the fleet fighters from the 
37th attack squadron. 7 

The purpose of the demonstration 
is to give the future officers of the 
army some idea of the power, fighting 
efficiency and destructive capacity of 
the army’s aircraft against ground 
troops, as well as against enemy 
planes, 

Planned by Major Benjamin G. 
Weir, air corps officer of the infan- 
try school, the demonstration will con- 
sist of five phases. Fighters will 
launch a surprise attack on dummy 
troop columns with a spray of ma- 
chine gun fire and 30-pound bombs. 
Another attack fleet will then show 
how gas is blanketed on troops. 

The second bombardment group will 
take the stage for a period to drop 
more than 100 demolition bombs to 
demonstrate the damage this form of 
aerial warfare can inflict. Then the 
asps of the army’s fighting ma- 
chines, speedy pursuit ships, will take 
to the air to show how bombers are 
harried. 

Concluding the demonstration, an 
attack squadron will loose parachute 
bombs after sending out a spray of 
machine gun fire close to the earth. 

An actual sham battle in the air 
will bring into “combat” planes from 
a pursuit group and an attack squad- 
ron. Fifty-four officers and 44 en- 
listed men will arrive in charge of the 
planes to take part in the demon-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(4)—The 
administration's AAA amendments 
emerged from the senate-house con- 
ference today with the way partially 
opened for suits to recover processing 


taxes. 

Under the plan agreed upon by the 
conferees, processors would have to 
appeal to the Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner before filing suit. 

For the most ie changes which 
the senate made the bill were ac- 
cepted by the house conference com- 
mittee members. But a house provision 
permitting use of 30 per cent of cus- 
toms receipts to finance export of farm 
surpluses was restored after the sen- 
ate had eliminated it. 

Price-fixing provisions in the mar- 
keting agreements, except in the case 
of milk, were stricken out. 

The bill now goes to the house and 
senate for action on the conference 
agreement. 

As approved by the conference com- 
mittee members, the bill would permit 
tax recovery suits only by processors 
who have not passed the levies on to 
consumers or producers. 

One amendment was written into 
the Bankhead cotton contro] act un- 
der which a grower whose production 
does not exceed two bales, is not sub- 
ject to the quota reduction program. 
The action was described as a valida- 
tion of a current order of the secre- 
tary. 

Written into the bill also was per- 
mission for a cotton producer to dis- 
pose of his grower-permit to any 
other grower in the state. At present 

, the sale is limited to another grower 
in the same county.

He “hocked” nine of the diamonds, 
for which he received $90.

REVOLT 1 QUELLED 


26 Left Wounded in Crete 
After Disturbances by 
4,000 Riotous Strikers. 


ATHENS, Greece, Aug. 5.—(#)—A 
bloody one-day revolt that left 26 per- 
sons wounded in the rebellious Greek 
island of Crete was reported quelled 
tonight by General Bakopoulis, in 
command of the trouble zone. 

The 4,000 riotous strikers who ear- 
lier in the day sacked administrative 
offices in Candia, defying police and 
troops, dispersed peacefully and will 
be disarmed forthwith; the general 
informed the’ government at Athens. 

Two warships, dispatched hurriedly 
toward Crete with a squadron of 
bombing planes and troop reinforce- 
ments, were recalled. 

An official casualty list said the 
wounded included six policemen and 
20 laborers. ss 

The trouble, arising from a passive 
strike Sunday, flared this morning in 
front of the prefecture at Candia (also 
known as Erakleion) where the strik- 
ers gathered to shout their demands 
for increased wages and shorter hours. 

Sharp Fighting. 

Sharp fighting followed their defi- 
ance of orders to disband. Gunsmiths’ 
shops were raided, rifles and revolvers 
seized and pitched battles began in the 
streets. 

General Bakopoulis warned the 
strikers his men would fire unless they 
withdrew from the streets and when 
they refused, a frantic plea for troop 
reinforcements was sent to Athens, 


As two destroyers and the bombers 
started toward the island, where for- 
mer Premier Eleutherios Venizeles led 
an abortive revolution Jast March, 
word came that order had been re- 
stored. 

In Tesse-la-Madeleine, France, the 
exiled former premier said he knew 
nothing of today’s revolt und express- 
ed surprise, through his secretary, 
“that he is accused of instigating it.’ 

Martial Law Declared. 

Martial law was declared during the 
rioting. 

Although the  politically-harassed 
Greek government blamed the trouble 
on political foes, the Greek labor guild 
said authorities were at fault for not 
meeting the workers’ demands for bet- 
ter wages. 

The question of restoration of the 
monarchy was believed generally to 
have had no connection with the re- 
bellion, although it was recalled there 
has been a campaign by royalists since 
March to connect republicanism with 
Venizelism. 

Former King George, of Greece, in 
London, denied through his aide-de- 
camp a report that the deposed mon- 
arch was negotiating for a reconcilia- 
tion with Venizelos.

To Drink Their LiquorStanding-Up 


City’s Rum Czar Returns From Tour Edified by Bean City 
But Terms New York ‘a Carbuncle on the Neck of 
Uncle Sam,’ Chicago ‘Cocky and Complacent.’ 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 5.—(UP)—St. 
Louis women drinkers must take it 
sitting down—all because Excise Com- 
missioner Thomas Anderson, liquor 
czar here, spent his vacation investi- 
gating New York and Chicago bars. 

After seeing the drinking iniquities 
of Chicago and New York, Anderson 
returned satisfied that St. Louis’ 
drinking is well regulated, with the 
one exception of women drinking at 
bars. And so effective August 14, 
the license of any hotel, restaurant or 
tavern caught selling or serving liquor 
at its bar to women will be summarily 
revoked. 

Anderson explained women still 
could be served liquor at tables, and 
said conditions were likely to be less 
objectionable thus, and ladies more 
likely to be ladies. 

Describing. conditions in New York, 
he said Manhattan “was a carbuncle 
on Uncle Sam’s neck.” 

“It is regrettable,” he added, “that 
it cannot be traded.to Canada for the 
St. Lawrence river.” 

* “Just now New York is the wail 
ing wall for all the crooked interests 
in the United States. The control of 
intoxicants in New York is thorough- 
ly Tammanyized. They open saloons 
at 8 a. m., and continue business un- 
til 4 a. m. On Sundays saloons open 
at full blast at 1 p. m. and stay open 
until 4 a. m., the following day. Such 
conditions make it especially easy for 
women to get all the liquor they want 
all the time, and the effect upon a 
rising generation is a grave problem.” 

Chicago, Anderson said, was a mow 

ument to Bacchanalia. 


“Chicago, cocky and complacent, 
runs true to form. The Illinois legis- 
lature provided women shall have the 
same saloon privileges as men, so in 
the Chicago cabarets, fanless fan 
dancers follow fat Fatimas before 
mixed audiences of minors while they 


pay tribute to Bacchus,” he said, 
“The Illinois legislature also repeal- 
ed the miniature whisky bottle law 
so now the unscrupulous liquor dealers 
sell to school children bad whisky in 


tiny bottles at the price of two for 


15 cents, their lunch money. 

“Thus Chicago moves on to her 
appointed destiny—the siren city of 
the unsalted seas.” | 

Anderson commented reprovingly on 
certain Chicago women who “spike 
their pickups’ liquor with knockout 
drops and rob them.” 

“Tt is my guess,” he said, “that 
Chicago has more women ‘runk roll- 
ers’ than any other city in the world.” 

But Boston—now there’s a place. 

“Boston's liquor regulations,” he 
continued, “are a decided contrast with 
New York’s. No woman is permitted 
to be served in taverns, which are 
open only from 8 a. m. to 11 p. m. 
Women can be served only in restau- 
rants, hotels and clubs.” 

Anderson said it was probable some 
nettled tavern or restaurant owner 
would appeal his no-women-at-bars de- 
cree to the courts, but he doesn't 
mind. 

“Tet ’em appeal,” he seid. “Wom- 
an’s place it at a table, and that’s 
where she’s going to stay.’

HOUSEWIVES’ STRIKE 


"EXPECTED 10 SPREAD 


Detroit Butchers Ask Agri- 
culture Department To Ex- 
plain Price Rise. 


DETROIT, Aug. 5.—()—Harassed 
Detroit butchers want the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration to explain 
existing méat prices to the army of 
women whose buying strike has cost 
them thousands of dollars in spoilage 
and lost sales. 

“Housewives are naturally upset 
over high prices,” Emil Schwartz. di- 
rector of the National Association of 
Retail Meat Dealers, said today, “but 
we are going to try to get a govern- 
ment man here to give an official 
explanation.” 

Both dealers and packers have as- 
serted repeatedly since the boycott was 
begun two weeks ago by several hun- 
dred hair-pulling, face-slapping wom- 
en pickets, that AAA processing taxes 
are largely responsible for the prices 
which the strikers demand be reduced 
at least 20 per cent. 

Schwartz predicted almost all De- 
troit butcher shops would be closed 
after Thursday unless the strike were 
terminated. 

Mrs. Mary Zuk, leader of the strik- 
ers, declared that the boycott was 
spreading rapidly today, 

“We are not going to be satisfied 
with investigating meat prices alone,” 
she said. “Once organized we will 
look into milk prices, and from that 
start on gas and electric rates. In 
the present strike we don’t want the 
small butchers to suffer. We want 
to get results from the big patcking 
houses,” 

Both butchers and strikers planned 
meetings tonight, with the butchers to 
send a committee to the strikers’ meet- 
ing to attempt to explain the economic 
factors involved in the meat price ad- 
vances, 

Mrs. Emily White, the first of the 
10 pickets to go on trial on charges 
of disturbing the peace, was convicted 
by a recorder’s court jury today and 
placed on three months’ probation.

One of the many differences be- 
tween a good bridge player and the 
average beginner is that the neophyte 
loves to finesse, whereas the good 
player finesses only as a last resort. 
You have heard the story of the 
player who with 13 top-card tricks 
at a grand slam contract took a los- 
ing finesse and was unable to answer 
the polite inquiry of his partner as to 
whether he was: trying to make an 
overtrick, There are hundreds. of 
similar hands on the other side of 
the fence showing the expert resort- 
ing to every possible stratagem to 
avoid the necessity of guessing which 
way to finesse for a queen.

OVERSIGHT IS CHARGED 
IN REMOVAL OF COURT 


Ramspeck Says Senate 
Passed U. S. Circuit Court 
Bill Through Error. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Through 
an oversight or otherwise the senate 
was revealed today by Representative 
Robert Ramspeck, of Georgia, to have 
. pussed a bill last week abolishing ses- 
ipeares of the fifth United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals in Atlanta. 

The Atlanta congressman caught 
the omission as soon as the measure 
was referred to the lower house for 
final action and immediately confer- 
red with Representative Hatton W. 
Sumners, of Texas, chairman of the 
house judiciary committee, looking to 
its eorrection.. He was assured the 
bill would not be reported in its pres- 
ent form without Atlanta and the 
Georgia delegation be given full oppor- 
tunity of a hearing. 

“I am satisfied that the failure of 
the bill to make provision for Atlanta 
to continue as a meeting place of the 
court was an oversight and that the 
error will be corrected if final action 
is taken on the legislation,” Ram- 
speck said. “Certainly we shall not 
allow any bill to pass, if it can be 
prevented, which eliminates sessions 
of the court in Atlanta.” 

The bill in question was sponsored 
by Senator Henry Ashurst, of Ari- 
zona, chairman of the senate judi- 
ciary committee. It amends the judi- 
cial code by naming the cities and 
territories to which the various cir- 
cuit courts of appeals shall hold terms 
annually, Atlanta being eliminated 
along with Montgomery, Ala., and 
Fort Worth, Texas.

ANIMAL IS REVIVED 
AFTER "COLD TEST 


Frozen ‘Solid,’ Monkey Now 
Scratching as of 


Yore. 


HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 5.—(#)—Dr. 
Ralph Willard exhibited today a 
male rhesus monkey named Jekal 
which he said he had _ resuscitated 
after having frozen it “‘solid.” 

Another monkey, Mitalda, did not 
respond to the technique of Dr. Wil- 
lard, a native of the Russian state 
of Georgia who now directs a clin- 
ical laboratory here. A third, Gas- 
ton, still was in the zero-cold cham- 
ber of an electric ice machine from 
which Dr. Willard said he will take 
it in a few days. 

Several months ago Dr. Willard 
announced success in similar experi- 
ments with guinea pigs. Later his 
decision to work with dogs brought 
sharp protests from various humane 
organizations. 

Dr. Willard said he first put the 
monkeys under influence of _ ether, 
then injected a solution of sodium 
citrate to prevent blood coagulation, 
and caused death by an overdose of 
ether. The monkeys, he said; were 
then placed in the ice machine. 

Jekal was brought to life by slow 
stages, Dr. Willard said. The mon- 
key, when shown to newspapermen, 
was active, scratching vigorously at 
his bandages and grasping a bunch 
of grapes. 

Dr. Willard believes his experi- 
ments with the freezing and resuscl- 
tation of animals may yield impor- 
tant knowledge of gland control that 
might be applicable to human beings.
